'PICK OF BRITISH 
REGIMENTS NOW 
ONTHE CONTINENT 


War Office Permits Publication of 
News of Movement of 
Troops 


TRANSPORTATION CARRIED 
OUT WITHOUT A HITCH 


War Correspondents Will Not Be 
Permitted to Accompany 
Army of Allies 


London, Aug. 17.—The official 
war information bures an- 
nounces that the British expedi- 
tionary forces have tanded safely 
on the French shore. 


London, Aug. 17.—The most im- 
portant revelation of the day has 
been that of the landing of a British 
expeditionary army on the shores of 
France. Everybody in England has 
known for two weeks that a large 
army was crossing the channel. The 
troops had been assemb‘ed at different 
bases, one of the largest contingents 
embarking at Dublin, Ireland. Many 
other regiments sailed from Liver- 
pool, while still others took ship at 
Kastbourne, Southampton, and other 
ports along the coast of the English 
Channel, 

The great canvas camps at the mili- 
tary stations in England were struck 
only when it was Known definitely 
that the flotilla of transports convey- 
ing the troops had finished the over- 
sea movements under the escort of 
strong squadrons of warships. 

Lasted Several Days, 

The transportation of the soldiers 
lasted several days and during that 
time no mention of the expedition was 
permitted to the newspapers here. 
Even now the strength of the expedi- 
tion, the names of the regiments com- 
posing the contingents and the ports 


where they landed are not allowed to 
be made public. 

It is known, however, that a large 
proportion of the best troops of the 
British regular army are now on 
continental soil, The reception ot 
the British soldiers everywhere in 
France was enthusiastic. The officers 


and men of the two armies fraternized 
farmly 

May Be Precautionary Measure. 

It is pointed out in authoritative 
circles here that the withdrawal of 
the Belgian government from Brus- 
sels to Antwerp may mean that the 
fighting in Be'gium is drawing closer 
to the capital or it may merely a 
precautionary measure, 

Now that the three allied armies 
are working together on a co-operat- 
ing scheme, the policy of secrecy has 
been extended to Belgium, and as a 
fountain of picturesque news that 
country has suddenly dried up. 

To Bar Correspondents, 

The allied armies have decided for 
the present to bar all war correspon- 
dents from accompanying the anmies, 
but it is thought the ban may be rais- 
ed later when the military operations 
are well under way. 

The official news bureau says not a 
single casualty or hiteh occurred dur- 
ing the embarkation, transportation 
and debarkation of the main stores 
and equipment of the British expedi- 
tionary force, and everything was 
carried through with the greatest pre- 
cigion, 


Kitchener's Pamphlet. 


Every man of the British expedi- 
toonary force which has landed in 
France carries in his knapsack a little 


pamphlet signed by Earl Kitchener, 
containing 200 words of sound sold- 
lerly advice. The field marshal tells 
them to fear God and honor the King 
and their country, to remember that 
they will be fighting on the soil of a 
friendly nation, to abstain from 
liquer and looting and be courteous to] 
women and no more than courteous 


Nothing further is adowed to be 
made public in regard to this force, 
sincé it has disappeared into the 


country on the other side of Boulogne. 

The official news bureau announces 
that General Sir Horace Smith-Dor- 
rien has been appointed to command 
one of the army corps of expedition- 
ary force in succession to Lieutenant- 
Genera: Sir Jumes Grierson, who died 
yesterday. 

Message From King
